In  accordance  with  Chapter  90-A,  Revised  Statutes  of  1954, 
an  audit  has  been  conducted  of  the  financial  records  of  the  Town 
of  Willimantic  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  February  4,  1961. 

The  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  ac- 
cepted auditing  standards  that  pertain  to  governmental  account- 
ing and  was  conducted  by  Auditor  M.  E.  Libby  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Audit. 

The  audit  analysis  was  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  re- 
cords and  other  auditing  procedures  as  were  considered  necessary 
in  the  circumstances. 

The  financial  and  statistical  sections,  incorporated  in  this  re- 
port, present  the  results  of  the  Town's  financial  operations  for 
the  period  indicated.

COMMENTS 

TOWN  OF  WILLIMANTIC 
February  14,  1960  to  February  4,  1961 

An  audit  of  the  financial  records  of  the  Town  of  Willimantic 
has  been  completed  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  February  4,  1961.  The 
audit  consisted  of  an  examination  of  the  records  maintained  by 
the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector  and  other  municipal  of- 
ficials. 
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The  fiscal  year's  operations  showed  that  the  net  unexpended 
departmental  balance  lapsed  amounted  to  $288.62,  per  the  follow- 
ing summary: 


The  unappropriated  balance  of  excise  tax  revenue  and  the 
overlay  were  the  principal  factors  contributing  to  the  amount 
lapsed  to  surplus. 

The  following  comments  pertain  to  the  accompanying  finan- 
cial statements  and  to  the  scope  of  audit. 

ASSETS  .  .  .  The  general  fund  cash  balance  of  $7,010.83  was  on 
deposit  in  the  Guilford  Trust  Company,  Guilford,  Maine  at  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1961. 

Accounts  receivable  represented  reimbursable  expenditures 
made  for  welfare  cases  and  lighting  at  the  grange  hall. 

Taxes  receivable  totaling  $365.23  consisted  principally  of  cur- 
rent year  accounts  of  $321.71.  The  remaining  balance  of  $43.52 
was  for  uncollected  taxes  dating  from  1953. 

Property  acquired  by  nonpayment  of  taxes  amounted  to  $32.21 
at  the  year  end. 

RESERVES  .  .  .  The  appropriation  accounts  showed  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $3,142.14  representing  various  operation  ac- 
count balances  carried  forward  to  the  ensuing  year  in  accordance 
with  legal  requirements  and/or  customary  practice. 

SURPLUS  .  .  .  The  unappropriated  surplus  amounted  to 
$4,254.77,  a  decrease  of  $1,496.90  for  the  year.  The  change  was 
occasioned  for  the  most  part  by  appropriations  for  ^u~rent  year 
operations,  less  the  net  unexpended  departmental  balance  lapsed. 

TRUST  AND  SPECIAL  FUNDS  .  .  .  Trust  fund  prineir 
totaled  $2,250.00  and  unexpended  income  amounted  to  $31.51.  With 
the  exception  of  $12.00  due  from  the  general  fund,  the  funds  are 
invested  in  U.  S.  Savings  Bonds  and  bank  deposits. 

The  special  fund  of  $400.00  for  school  bus  replacement  was  on 
deposit  in  the  Piscataquis  Savings  Bank,  Dover-Foxcroft,  Maine. 

DEPARTMENTAL  ACCOUNTS  ...  The  departmental  oper- 
ating accounts  showed  an  increase  of  $968.81  in  funds  raised  by 
taxation,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  A  larger  approp- 
riation for  education  was  the  major  factor  contributing  to  the 
change.

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The  departmental  balances  carried  forward  to  the  ensuing 
year  showed  an  increase  of  $2,652.78,  as  compared  with  balances 
at  the  start  of  the  year.  The  change  occurred  for  the  most  part 
in  highways  and  charities  accounts. 

The  departmental  balances  carried  include  $200.00  for  fire 
equipment  and  $200.00  for  civil  defense  which  were  reappropria- 
ted  from  surplus  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  No  expenditures 
were  charged  against  these  accounts  during  the  current  year. 

GENERAL  .  .  .  The  townspeople  authorized  appropriations 
from  surplus  for  various  operations  and  the  use  of  excise  tax 
revenue  for  highway  purposes. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

The  system  of  internal  control  was  reviewed  as  pertained  to 
the  handling  of  cash  and  other  matters  of  financial  concern.  Count 
of  cash  was  made  and  records  checked  to  determine  the  accuracy 
of  recording  cash  transactions. 

Cash  accounts  were  verified  by  reconciliation  of  bank  state- 
ments furnished  by  the  depository  or  by  direct  bank  confirmation. 
Verifications  were  utilized,  on  a  test  basis,  to  determine  the  ac- 
curacy of  recorded  assets. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  receipts  and  deposits  as  well  as 
expenditures  and  negotiated  checks.  Vouchers,  payrolls  and 
canceled  checks  were  examined  for  a  selected  period. 

Excise  tax  collections  were  verified  with  copies  of  receipts 
retained  by  the  collector.  Education  account  balances  were  re- 
conciled with  a  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Trust 
and  special  fund  transactions  were  examined.  Surety  bond  cover- 
age was  reviewed. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  foregoing  comments,  the  ac- 
companying statements  and  supporting  information  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  town  at  February  4,  1961,  and  the  re- 
sults of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

To:  The  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Willi- 
mantic. 

Number  Two  School  is  open  this  year  with  an  enrollment  of 
sixteen  pupils.  One  elementary  pupil  is  attending  school  in  Monson 
at  parent's  expense.  There  are,  five  pupils  in  grade  seven  and 
three  pupils  in  grade  eight  at  public  expense,  in  Monson. 

Discipline  and  Instruction  are  excellent  at  Number  Two 
School  and  the  teacher  is  taking  Extension  Course  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Maine  to  improve  instruction.  Supplies  are  adequate  and 
textbooks  are  sufficient. 

There  are  ten  secondary  pupils  attending  school  in  other  towns. 
Four  pupils  are  at  Monson  Academy,  three  at  Foxcroft  Academy, 
two  at  Higgins  Classical  Institute  and  one  at  Dexter  High  School. 

Nearly  all  the  pupils  in  Willimantic  are  conveyed  safely  and 
conveniently  by  the  municipal  school  bus. 

I  do  not  anticipate  many  repairs  this  coming  school-year. 
However,  if  the  school  is  kept  open,  and  it  seems  likely  that  it 
will  be,  provision  for  a  suitable  source  of  water  should  be  made. 
A  well  should  be  drilled  and  proper  means  of  sewage  disposal 
made.  With  this  done  and  flush  toilets  installed  it  would  be 
necessary  to  install  a  heating  plant  which  would  keep  the  pipes 
from  freezing. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  you  and  your  town  of- 
ficials. May  I  express  my  thanks  for  the  help  which  you  have 
given  me.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  SERVICES 
IN  WILLIMANTIC  FOR  THE  YEAR  1961 

The  general  purpose  of  public  health  nursing  is  to  help  people 
and  the  community  as  a  whole  to  achieve  and  maintain  optimal 
health.  Your  public  health  nurse  carries  out  this  purpose  by  giv- 
ing preventive,  therapeutic,  and  rehabilitative  services  to  individ- 
uals and  families  in  their  homes;  through  health  services  in 
schools;  and  through  organized  community  programs  for  pre- 
vention of  illness  and  promotion  of  health. 

A  summary  of  public  health  nursing  services  given  in  the 
town  of  Willimantic  during  the  year  1961  follows: 

During  the  past  year  thirteen  families  have  been  followed 
for  infant,  preschool,  adult  and  geriatric  health  supervision.  There 
was  a  case  load  of  thirty-two  persons.  Since  July  1961  a  total 
public  health  nursing  program  has  been  in  effect.  The  school 
health  program  and  the  follow  up  of  Tuberculosis  patients  has 
been  added.  School  physical  examinations  have  been  done  in  se- 
lected grades  and  parents  have  been  invited  to  be  present  at  the 
school  physical  examinations.  This  enables  the  parent  to  confer- 
ence with  the  physician  concerning  their  child's  health  needs. 
It  was  gratifying  to  see  that  most  children  in  Willimantic  came 
with  a  parent,  relative  or  a  friend  covering  for  a  parent. 

In  the  fall  a  Monson-Willimantic  Health  Council  was  organ- 
ized. The  Health  Council  is  composed  of  a  representative  group 
interested  primarily  in  the  health  of  your  Community. 

Your  public  health  nurse  is  available  for  consultation  on 
health  problems  and  gives  demonstrations  of  care  whenever 
necessary.  The  nurse  knows  of  and  can  give  necessary  informa- 
tion on  clinics  and  other  health  services  available  for  the  area. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials,  health  council  members 
and  all  others  who  have  cooperated  so  well  in  the  Health  Pro- 
gram during  the  past  year.
